CHARITY, WORK-HOUSE, 
Goldfmith’s Hall, Fune 18. 1783. 

O far back as the 25th of February laft, the Honourable Magiftrates 
and Council of. Edinburgh} after an examination of the ac- 
compt-books of the Tteafurer’ of this Charity, found -it .abfolutely 
neceflary to recommend. a voluntary Contribation to be made, ‘in or- 
der to relieve the Houfe from the very heavy debt it had then incurred. 
Under the fanétion of this authority, thé Goldimith’s Hall was accord- 
ingly opened, and ‘continued fo for féveral months. But the Mana- 
gers are extremely forry to mention, that the ‘Colleétions at that time 
received fell greatly thort of paying the origingl debt, dar lefs of laying 
‘up any provifion for the future exigencies of fp extepiive:a charity: «lo 
preverit, therefore, the total annihilation of an inftitution, which, by the 
indulgence of the, Public, has been fo ‘Jong: {uppprtscdy and upon all 
hands acknowledged of the utmoft utility, the Managets find them- 
felves prefied from motives of- pure fieceflity, to Wlicit the aid of fich 
PUBLIC SOCIETIES and PRIVATE-INDIVIDUALS who have not 
already contributed, that a charity fo highly beneficial ‘may not be en- 
firely fhut up. For this purpofe, therefore, the Goldfmith's Hall will 
be opened on Monday next, where the Managers will attend every law- 

ful day, from eleven o'clock forenoen till three’ afternoon.
